If the lead
agency uses the model for future projects, the SBBQ@ecommends that
URBEMIS2007 be used. URBEMIS 2007 version 9.2.4lzmaccessed at
http://www.agmd.gov/cega/models.htorl the lead agency can follow the calculation
methodologies in Chapter 9 and the Appendix to @rein the South Coast
AQMD’s CEQA Air Quality Handbook. Should the leagency conclude after its
analyses that construction or operational air tjuahpacts exceed the SCAQMD
daily significance thresholds, staff has compilaetigation measures to be
implemented if the air quality impacts are deterdito be significant.

Health Risk Assessment (HRA)

2. The heavy-heavy duty truck emission factors wemitdid to the vehicle model years
2003 or later in the health risk assessment (HRA)xan e-mail dated April 23, 2008,
Mr. Scott Taylor of Justice and Associates stated the owner/operators of the
proposed Kelterite Asphalt Plant would be willimgetccept a mitigation measure to
ensure that heavy, heavy-duty truck model yearddvoel limited to 2003 or later.
However, SCAQMD recommends that the negative datitar should be changed to
a mitigated negative declaration and a mitigati@asure should be added to ensure
that heavy, heavy-duty trucks visiting the faciktpuld be limited to the vehicle
model year of 2007 or later, instead of the mo@airy2003 or later. Otherwise, the
analysis needs to be revised to more accuratdbctehe local fleet of heavy-heavy-
duty trucks.

3. A diesel particulate emission factor of 0.15 graan lprake horsepower-hour was
used for the front end loader in the HRA. In amait dated April 21, 2008, Mr.
Scott Taylor of Justice and Associates stateditlimanticipated that the lead agency
would require as a condition of approval that theedler used to feed the plant would
meet the Tier 2 engine standard. The negativead®mn should be changed to a
mitigated negative declaration and this mitigatiee@asure should be added to ensure
that the front end loader used at the propose@grrojould meet at least the Tier 2
standard or, preferably, the Tier 3 standard.

4. Since the CEQA document will be changed to a ntéigaegative declaration, a
mitigation monitoring plan should be prepared fog two mitigation measures
discussed previously.
